New York, April 7.—A special to the 
World from Madrid says Admiral San­

sea a Spanish squadron, composed ol 
the following vessels: 
The ironclad

armored cruisers Reina Mercedes and 
Alfonso XIII. One torpedo destroyer.

This fleet left 
Ferrol today for gun practice in Arosa 
bay and will cruise along the northwest 
coast of Spain ready to start for Ha­ 
vana just as soon as the cabinet con­ 
siders that circumstances require its 
presence in the West Indies.

Pacific Railroad Funding BUI. 
Washington, April 7.—The sub-com­ 
mittee of the house and senate com­ 
mittee on Pacific railroads has com­ 
pleted the funding bill for the Central 
and Union Pacific, on which they have 
been engaged for several weeks. 
Sev­ 
eral changes have been made in the 
bill since the first draft was drawn. 
The annual payment during the first 
decade of the arrangement was raised 
from $300,000 to $365,000. The annual 
payment for the second decade was 
raised from $500,000 to $550,000, and the 
annual payments by 
which the re­ 
mainder of the debt is to be lifted re­ 
main at $750,000. The most important 
change is the addition of the following 
clause: 
“Said companies shall at all 
times afford to all other lines of rail* 
road equal and reasonable facilities for 
making connections 
with them, or 
either of them, and equal facilities for 
the transportation of passengers and 
freights thereon.” 


Proceeding* In the Senoia. 
Washington, April 7.—The senate 
spent the entire day Monday on the 
postoffice appropriation bill, but did 
not complete it. 
The bill served to 
bring out some sharp criticisms by 
Senator Gorman on the administration 
of the postoffice department, and by 
Senator Allen on alleged irregularities 
resulting from the civil service system. 
Mr. Allen spoke for the retention of the 
old system with its country postmas­ 
ters and arraigned civil service as a 
farce.
